Predictions were freely made this morning that Ada 
would set a new high water mark in the number of votes 
cast at a primary election. Yesterday there was doubt 
that more than 1,500 votes would be cast in the city. It 
was said this afternoon, however, that this mark may be 
passed even before employes of the local industriaf plants 
vote late in the day. Total county vote today, it was esti­ 
mated, will run 5,000 or 5,500.

Genevieve Ward, American trag­ 
edienne, affectionately known to the 
theatrical fraternity as “The Grand 
Old Dame of the Stage/’ endeared 
herself .to millions of theatergoers 
in every corner of the world during 
the 55 years she appeared before 
the public in almost every role from 
grand opera to light comedy. 
Great as she proved 
to 
be 
in 
mock tragedy, she was none the 
less remarkable for the indomitable 
courage with which she met and 
conquered genuine tragedy when it 
appeared in her own life. Either 
of two events occurring while she 
was still quite young might have 
overwhelmed a heart less stout. The 
first of these was an unfortunate 
marriage at the age of 17 to Count 
Constantine de Guerbal, of Russia, 
from whom ehe separated, and the 
second was the complete loss of her 
singing voice through an attack of 
diphtheria after 
her 
success 
In 
grand opera had been assured. 
{Madame Ward studied singing in 
Italy and in Paris, making her first 
appearance in Paino’s opera “Stella 
di Napoli” under the stage name of 
Mine. Ginevra Guerrabella. 
Welcomed in Italy. 
Warmly received by Italian audi­ 
ences, she continued through two 
more seasons before going to Paris 
to take the part of Elvira in “Don 
Giovanni.” Then she 
appeared 
in 
London concerts where her success 
was striking. Born in New York, 
March 27, 1838, daughter of Colon­ 
el Samuel Ward and granddaughter 
of Gideon Lee, once mayor of New 
York, Madam Ward seemed to feel 
in the beginning that 
she 
found 
more sympathy from foreign audi­ 
ences, but this proved to be an il­ 
lusion. 
Returning to America in 1862, 
she made her first appearance as 
Violetta in “La Traviata.” The next 
season she appeared in Cuba, and 
it was here that the attack of 
diphtheria brought her operatic ca­ 
reer to a premature close. 
In 1873 she returned to England 
bent upon trying her hand at acting 
and recorded an instantaneous suc­ 
cess in her first appearance on the 
dramatic stage as Lady Macbeth in 
the Theater Royal, Manchester. 
{Deciding to revisit 
the 
United 
States, she made her first appear­ 
ance on the 
American 
dramatic 
stage at Booth’s theater, New York, 
in 1878, taking the part of Jane 
Shore in a play by that name and 
following it with several Shakes­ 
pearean parts. 
On her return to London in 1879 
she appeared in numerous roles, ter­ 
minating her almost uninterrupted 
activities extending back 44 years 
with her performance * as Mr. Sea­ 
brook in “Captain Swift.” although 
she continued to appear intermit- 
tantly for the next l l years. Lon­ 
don, England, has been the adopted 
home of Madam WTard since 1900.

DISTRICT JUDBE'S RACE 


BRINGS THRONG TO VOTE 


IN EVERY WARD OF CITY 


Ku Klux Klan and Women Vote to Be Dark 


Horses in Today's Thrilling Primary Con- 
test, Political Prophets Freely Declare as 
Balloting Increases. 
\ 


Surging throngs of voters stood in front of all city 


boxes this morning waiting patiently to cast their ballots 
in what doubtless will develop into the most thrilling 
election contest that Ada and Pontotoc county have wit- 
nessed in years. 


Heavy campaigns, the booms of which have been re- 


echoing through the county for the past three months, 
came to a close last night in enthusiastic rallies for can- 
didates whose names were on every tongue today. 


Supporters of Arden L. Bullock for district judge 


rallied at a speaking pavilion near the Christian church. 
At the same time followers of J. W. Bolen held a final 
campaign celebration at the city park. Both sides claim- 
ed victory. D. W. Huffar, the third candidate in the 
race, claimed his principal support would come from the 
country boxes. 


Two Factors Dominant 


Two factors loomed gigantic in today's; primary 


throughout the county. They are women votes and the 
Ku Klux Klan. Never before in the city's history have 
women showed such a phenomenal interest in politics, 
voting officials declared at noon today. The klan issue 
was injected strongly in the democratic race for nomi- 
nation as district judge, and to some extent into the 
democratic county attorney contest. 
^ 


Predictions were freely made this morning that Ada 


would set a new high water mark in the number of votes 
cast at a primary election. Yesterday there was doubt 
that more than 1,500 votes would be cast in the city. It 
was said this afternoon, however, that this mark jnay be 
passed even before employes of the local industrial plants 
vote late in the day. Total county vote today, it was esti- 
mated, will run 5,000 or 5,500. 


Local business was practically suspended today to 


give way for political activities. Banks closed their doors 
and other lines of industry showed to a marked degree - 
the effects of strenuous campaigning on the part of all 
factions. 


Although the district judge contest was occupying 


center stage in county politics today, there was consider- 
able interest in the remaining state ticket. Throughout 
the day, supporters of R. H. Wilson maintained that his 
lead was increasing and voiced an early belief that he 
would sweep the county on the strength of a heavy sup- 
port claimed in Ada. Thomas Owen ranks, however, dis- 
puted these statements, claiming supremacy for their 
candidate.

PROGRESS OF BUSINESS RECOVERY 


The extent of business recovery in the United States- is 


shown by the National Bank of Commerce in New York in 
the August number of its magazine, Commerce Monthly, by 
a comparison of trade and production statistics since the first 
of the year with corresponding periods in 1921. 


, "While it is generally re-cognized .that business has stead- 


ily improved for some months, the extent of. the progress 
achieved becomes apparent only when comparison is made 
Between periods of reasonable length," Commerce Monthly; 
says. "Those cases where the 1922 figures are below those for' 
1921 were for the most part affected by special circumstances. 
Thus the value of exports for the first half of 1922 is con- 
• 


siderably lower than for 1921, but this is largely a reflection! 
of price changes. Wheat exports are little more than half of 
those of the previous period—largely because of the extreme- 
ly rapid movement of grain in the fall of 1921. Exports^of. 
pork products are somewhat smaller for the corresponding: 
period of last year. 


"In contrast with these losses, carloadings, exclusive of 


coal, are more than 11 percent above the previous period, pig 
iron production is nearly 28 percent higher, and steel ingot 
production 50 percent higher. Building contracts are up nearly 
60 percent. Cotton consumption for the half year was 18 per- 
cent greater than for the first half of 1921. 


"In connection with the situation in the United. States, it 


is of interest to note that exports of cotton piece goods from 
the United Kingdom for the first five months of 1922 were 
1,538,953,000 square yards compared 
with 
1,058,382,000
